Suicide o f a Y oung Man at Seattle 
—Snow at Grass V alley—New 
E lectric E ight Plant.

M aster anil

D eterm in ed to 
F igh t to th e E nd. 
San F rancisco, M arch 30tb.—T he fourth 
w eek of lhe great strike of the Iron M oldtrs' 
U nion against the E ngineers and Iron 
F ounders' A ssociation 
ended ytsterday. 
B oth sides are ju st as confident a s'ever over 
th e outcom e oi the strike, w hich has now 
eettled dow n for a long and stubborn tight. 
Captain T aylor, of 
th e R isdon 
Iron 
W orks, stated yesterday th at there was no 
change iu the situation fu rth er th an th at 
the toundries had done better th an they 
expected so far. 
H e s a js th at forty m en, 
including laborers, appteniices and rnold- 
ers, are a t w ork at the Risdon, and the 
foundry is satisfied w ith the w ork they are 
doiDg. 
It has com e to th e know ledge o f the 
m olders’ E xecutive C om m ittee th at som e 
person has been going aro u n d the w ater 
front tak in g up a collection for the benefit, 
as he says, of th e strikers. 
T he com m ittee 
denounce this person as a fraud, and state 
th at th e only one authorized to receive any 
donations is Jam es G illeraa, of the W ind­ 
sor H otel. 
T he m olders have appointed a com m ittee 
to w ait upon th e M achinists’ U nion for tne 
purposes of inducing them to refuse to 
handle any w ork tu rn ed out by an y of the 
foundries against w hich the strike ñas been 
declared. 
T he follow ing statem en t in relation to 
the apprentice system has been prepared by 
the Iron M olders’ U nion ; 
We have been very severely criticised for 
iimiiing the number ot apprentices in our trade 
to one in each shop and one additional to every 
eight men employed thereafter; and as we be­ 
lieve the public should know why we have 
taken such an important step, we will here 
mention a lew of the reasons that have led us to 
it. In the fir-t place we desire to sav that we 
have a great deal more real love for the Ameri­ 
can boys than any manufacturer in San Fran­ 
cisco. Indeed, if it were not for the fact that 
fouudrymen all over the land have used the 
boys with a view to break down our wages, 
rather than to teach them a trade, we would not 
have placed any limit on their number. As a 
sample of how these boys have been used in 
this city, we will state that when we enforced 
the apprentice law there were in oue shop 
eighteen apprentices aud three journeymen at 
work. The father, who should nave been em­ 
ployed earning S21 per week, was idle, aud the 
boy was at work earning 31 per week. It is 
cheap labor these firms want; they don't care a 
straw for our boys 
We deny that we bring foreign workmen here, 
or welcome them to oar arms: but when m anu­ 
facturers bring them here, as they are trying to 
do now, and emp-oy them, then we take them 
into our union and help them get the standard 
wages. We plead necessity as the cause for 
limiting the number of apprentices. During 
the past fifteen years there has not been a time 
when large numbers of our men were not out of 
work, sometimes more than one-half our mem­ 
bership being idle. During all these vears the 
necessities of our trade have not required more 
boys than the present allowance. Now when 
the boy becomes a journeyman he has a chance 
of finding work at fair wage*; formerly, he was 
cast adrilt at the most interesting period of his 
life, and another boy put iu his place to sutler 
the same experience at the end of four vears 
8ome good men ask, "What is to become ol our 
boys?” We would ask, "W hat is to become of 
our men with families dependent on them for 
6upp>rt?” We propose to take care of the lat­ 
ter, and as many of the former as possible. 
Manufacturers are trying to make labor plenti­ 
ful and cheap. As a means of self-preservation 
we are endeavoring to make labor scarce aud 
sufficiently dear to bring the comforts of life 
within our reach. 
For many years we have tried to arrive at a pro­ 
per settlement of this question. As far back as 
1878, when we met iu convention at Louisville, 
Ky., we endeavored to have all apprentices 
legally indentured for a period of four vears, so 
that they could not leave their employer, and 
we pledged ourselves to teach them everything 
connected with the trade, so that when their 
apprenticeship was finished they would be first- 
class workmen; to this end proprietors were not 
allowed to keep a boy loo long at one job or 
pattern as they do at present, simply because it 
pays the firm better. The new law proved un­ 
satisfactory to the proprietors aud it was re­ 
pealed at the succeeding convention, since 
which time the present ¡aw of the iron Molders’ 
Union of North America has been In force. We 
are in favor of a State or interstate apprentice 
law as the only way to permanently settle the 
question. 
Now as to the reason why wages should be 
higher here than in the East. We claim that, 
considering the high cost of living, house rent, 
fuel and clothing here, our wages are not, rela­ 
tively, any higher than are paid to molders in 
the East—in proof of which we insert a clipping 
from a Chicago paper of February 28,1890, as to 
the cost of food and fuel, alongside of which 
will oe found San Francisco prices of the date 
of March 19, 1899, for the same articles.

SITUATION AT LOUISVILLE. 


A Snow-Storm —Funerals Follow Each 
Other in Rapid Succession. 
Louisville, March 30;h.—Snow began 
tailing this afternoon, m elting as fast as it 
fell and having the effects of a rain. All 
afternoon and evening men were busy try­ 
ing to protect the property exposed. They 
were particularly active at the tobacco 
warehouses, aud the damage is greatly 
lessened. It is thonght, however, that a 
loss of nearly $100,000 will be sustained by 
the wet. 
No bodies are reported found anywhere 
to day. 
Funeral processions followed each 
other in rapid succession to-day, and soma 
of the scenes were very impressive. Masses 
were said at the Catholic churches and ser- 
m ens preached at lhe Protesiant. Offers of 
help continue to come in, and liberal con­ 
tributions from home and outside ate beiug 
received. 
a ministering angel. 
Miss Clara Barton, the President of the 
American W hite Cross Association, arrived 
in this citv to-day with several of her as­ 
sistants. 
In an interview to-night she says 
she finds relief work so thoroughly organ­ 
ized and proceeding so efficiently that there 
is no need of her services here. She added 
that she has never known efforts of relief 
to be better directed. 
Miss Barton and her 
corps of assistants will devote their atten­ 
tion to other storm district points in this 
State and Tannessee. 


hundreds of sight seers. 
A great num ber of strangers are in the 
city from outside points, and many who 
had friends here are coming to see about 
them. 
The devastated district was thronged to­ 
day with sight-seers, and presented a dreary 
sight. Gangs of men were working hard, 
putting up tem porary roofs over the partly 
demolished houses and replacing the front's 
in stores to secure the stocks against dan­ 
ger from frost or storms. 
A CITY IN MOURNING. 
Louisville (Ky.), March 30th.—To-day 
has been one of great gloom. The spirit 
of cheerfulness manifest yesterday because 
of the beautiful weather was dissipated by 
the ever present funerals. 
To-day the 
church bells tolled their doleful lam ent all 
day, and the stones in the streets echoed 
every mom ent with therum ble of thegtue- 
some hearse. 
The city was crowded with strangers, all 
those from along the line of the storm in 
Kentucky bearing doleful tales of destruc­ 
tion. At Clay, Kentucky, tbe storm seems 
to have been of peculiar violence. Over 
forty buildings, including all the churches 
and every business house, were destroyed. 
One of the preachers, the Postmaster and 
the leading business man were killed, to­ 
gether with twenty others. 


AN E N T IR E FA M ILY ' K IL L E D . 
The family of Moses W ilson, consisting 
of himself, wife and seven children, his 
mother and sister, were all killed. 
In tbe adjoining county at least twenty- 
five were killed. 
It is now estimated that 
150 persons were killed in thie State out­ 
side of this city, and from fifteen to twenty- 
five in Tennessee. 
The num ber of dead in this city will 
hardly exceed 100 and may not reach'tbat. 
Tbe loss of property will not exceed $2,­ 
000,000. 
There were forty-three funerals to-day. 
In all the churches special services were 
held and masses for the dead were held in 
Catholic churches. 
Some cab-drivers caused great indigna­ 
tion by attem pting to charge extortionate 
prices for their services. The emblems of 
m ourning are to be seen displayed in all 
parts of the city. 
No more missing have been reported to­ 
day, and it is believed the total killed has 
been made known. The injured are re­ 
ceiving every attention and no deaths oc­ 
curred to-day, though the condition of 
some is extremely critical. 
The water supply is running very low. 
Every effort is being made to complete the 
tem porary stand-pipe, and it will be fin­ 
ished W ednesday. But before that time, 
probably by to-morrow night, the city will 
be almost entirely without water, except 
that reserved for tire departm ent work. 


E IG H T PER SO N S K IL L E D . 
Louisville, March 30th.—A Dixon, Ky., 
special savs: 
A 
terrific 
storm 
passed 
through W ebster county Thursday even­ 
ing. 
The tornado proper lasted about 
twenty m inutes, and in that tim e eight 
people were killed and about thirty injured, 
some of whom will die. The property loss 
will probably am ount to $200,000. All 
through the storm section, so far as can be 
seen, the houses are demolished, trees up­ 
rooted, and debris scattered all over the 
country. A large am ount of stock was 
killed.

R U IN AN D DE SO LA TIO N .

In its track scarcely a vestige of 
tim ber or property is left. Trees were torn 
from the earth and buildings of every de­ 
scription demolished aud scattered" for 
miles. Debris was picked up to day four 
miles from the place where the havoc wa3 
wrought. 
Only a meager account of the casualties 
have yet been gathered, as the physicians 
have not yet returned from the desolated 
districts.

So far, with a great num ber injured. 
Tbe storm first struck tbe larm s of two 
colored men. laying them in waste.

The farm house of W illiam Arnold was 
next visited, aud three of the family badly 
injured.

THE CIVIL JAIL. 
Henry S. Ives, the genteel rich young 
man who spent so much time—theoret­ 
ically—in the Ludlow-street Jail, New 
York, testified before the Senate commit­ 
tee last week that during the year and a 
month he was supposed to be in jail, he 
really was out of it, by grace of the Sherlfl 
and his officers, whenever he desired to be. 
He paid some $10,000 for the liberty that 
was given him, and if the cost had not 
beeu so large he would have enjoyed 
greater freedom. The payment included 
the cost for social privileges in the jail, 
private tables, better food and select 
rooms. For instance, it developed in the 
testimony of this unwilling witness that 
among the “privileges” for which he paid 
$250 a month, was that of playing poker. 
Ives is something of a wit, and kept the 
committee in a roar of laughter by the 
shrewdness of his replies. When asked 
what was the reason for one of the W ar­ 
den’s sons receiving $60 a month as a 
“cleaner” in the jail, while at the same 
time he was a student in Columbia 
College, Ives replied “$60 a month,” 
and the committee and spectators “roared 
again.” He was asked how much his com­ 
panion in the poker game “owed when 
they left the jail—how much he was be­ 
hind.” Ives replied, in wit born of ex­ 
perience, that “if he owed it he was not 
behind.” Then again the committee was 
“convulsed ” So, too, when asked if the 
$250 a month he paid in the jail included 
“board and lodging,’! the smart young 
man set the audience “wild with laughter” 
by answering “No, the lodging was thrown 
in.” On one occasion he paid Warden 
Keating $30 for leave to go out for a few 
honrs to attend a funeral—he tendered the 
money unasked. “Did he decline to take 
it?” asked Senator Fassett. “He never 
declined anything,” replied Ives mildly. 
All the testimony bears out the state­ 
ments of Ives. The jail was run on the 
system of making out of the prisoners all 
that could be squeezed from them, and as 
there have been many civil prisoners In 
that institution, the belief is entertained 
that the illicit revenue thus derived ran 
each year up into the hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars. This general airing of 
rascality in New York official circles is 
stirring the people mightily, and the 
Grand Jury is following up the develop­ 
ments with indictments that promise to 
result in adding a very large new popula­ 
tion to the State prisons. It is pleasant to 
know that the rings have not such a 
bold 
upon the chief American city 
as to smother investigation or curb the 
Grand Jury and the Courts. New York 
has the ability for self-purification, and 
evidently she has resolved to applv it vig­ 
orously. 


T h e Northern and Central California 
Press Association that is to abemole in 
semi-annual session in this city to-day will 
be cordially welcomed. The delegates 
come to attend closely to such business at 
may be presented to the body and to coun­ 
sel with one another as to means for pro­ 
moting the interests of the press and its 
work in the development of the country. 
\\ hatever is brought forward will be the 
result of impromptu suggestion, no set pro­ 
gramme having been arranged by the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee. For a semi-annual 
session this is probably best. For the an­ 
nual session next ¡September there should 
be early laid out a programme of papers 
and debates, that the meniliership may 
come up prepared by thought upon the 
leading topics that should engage the at­ 
tention of such a body. 
I!ut at the pres­ 
ent session it should not he lost sight of 
that a subject always in order, and that 
may at all times be profitably considered, 
is the betterment of the press, the U|>- 
building of the character of the profession 
of journalism; the cultivation of pride in 
it; the bringing into closer communion of 
its membership, and the conservation of 
that espr;' da corps that will rellect in the 
papers owned by some and upon which 
others of the profession labor, a higher 
sense of the importance of the vocation, 
and the weighty responsibility of the 
trusts assumed hv whoever engages in it. 
There has been prepared by the local 
membership no set entertainment for the 
pleasure of the visiting delegates at this 
semi-annual session, but our friends from 
abroad having already had proof of the 
cordiality of the local members in enter­ 
taining them, and of the characteristic 
hospitality of the [>eoplc of Sacramento, 
will not find their welcome less sincere 
because not formal or demonstrative. 


t W e are in the dark concerning the ex­ 
cuses for the riot in a mining town of 
Pennsylvania because tbe school authori­ 
ties proposed to raise the American tiag 
over the school-houses of the place. It 
seems incredible that in any part of the 
United States a protest should be raised 


against displaying the national colors We 
may assume that the place mentioned is 
peopled mainly by foreigners, and those of 
the most ignorant class. The record of the. 
facts of the case, barely indicated by the 
dispatches, will be awaited with interest. 
If it turns out that the foreign element of 
the town is so hostile to the land that 
shelters it, as the brief dispatch at hand 
suggests, the rioters will be a good lot for 
dejiortation. It has come to a pretty pass 
indeed when the American flag cannot be 
raised even in an obscure town in Pennsyl­ 
vania. The Senior Order of Mechanics of 
Pittsburgh, which tendered a thousand 
volunteers to proceed to the town of Muck- 
lerat and raise the flag and defend it, 
should be allowed to forward the men, and 
if there is resistance to their patriotic pur: 
pose the entire country will stand by them 
in using force to attain their object. There 
are some few arguments which the ignor­ 
ant foreiguers of Central Pennsylvania 
respect, and the chief of them is force. 


SEBATOR STANFORD’S BILL. 


THE PROPOSITION TO LOAN MONEY TO 
THE FARMERS. 


T h e eaves-dropping of an officious Paul 
Pry of the press has brought the Flack 
case into the maze of doubt that surrounds 
a case on appeal. The reporter managed 
to secrete himself in the jury-room and 
overhear the debates of the jurors while 
they were deliberating upon their verdict. 
On this becoming known, Flack’s counsel 
suggested invalidity of the verdict, be­ 
cause another than a juryman was present 
when the verdict was agreed upon. But 
why should this give Flack a new trial ? 
The jurors did not know of the presence 
of the eaves-dropper until they had agreed, 
and they could not possibly have been in­ 
fluenced by his hiding. W hat right of 
the defendant was invaded, then, by this 
silly action of the reporter? This con­ 
temptible trick of the employe of the 
World suggests that there is need for a 
wholesome law to punish such ofieuses. It 
appears that there is no law in the State of 
New York to meet his case, and so the 
impudent fellow goes free. But there 
should he a law in every State, severe in 
its penalties, for invading a jury-room 
when the jurors are there. The reporter 
was discovered after the verdict was agreed 
upon, and he then pledged himself 
solemnly not to reveal anything he had 
heard in the jury-room. This did not less 
aflect the quality of his offense, however, 
and that he cannot he punished for it is 
to l>e regretted If it was newspaper enter­ 
prise on the part of the World and its city 
editor to have the man secrete himself in 
the jury-room, it is off of a piece with 
what in journalism is known as “ dirty 
work,” and reflects only shame upon the 
paper. The freedom of the press often 
leads it into extravagances that defeat the 
ends of justice, and this is the second 
notable instance of it within two weeks. 
There should be distinct limitation upon 
that freedom when it runs counter to jus­ 
tice by interfering, through its employes, 
with the machinery and agencies of the 
Courts. The freedom of the press is not 
license to interrupt the processes of the 
tribunals of the country by spies, the hid­ 
den Paul Prvs and employed agencies of 
newspapers for defeating, by revealing, 
that which the law wisely surrounds with 
secrecy. 
- • -

, . 
T he Chief of the Signal Service, while 
declaring that the New York Sergeant 
was not authorized to predict the antici­ 
pated greater flood on the lower Missis­ 
sippi, admits that his statements were sub­ 
stantially correct. He adds, in an ex­ 
tended and detailed report, that the serv­ 
ice anticipates higher water within the 
next ten days upon the lower reaches of 
the river than has yet been manifest, and 
that the Bureau entertains grave fears 
that unless the people prepare to remove 
their stock to high ground there will 
he immense loss, and that it is not improb­ 
able that the people will themselves be 
compelled, in many large districts, to va 
cate their homes and flee to places of 
safety. The Signal Service so accurately 
predicted the recent great rise in the river, 
and the augmented waters descended the 
stream so nearly to the day and hour fore­ 
cast, that the present warning will create 
great alarm along the Mississippi below 
St. Louis. If, as the Sergeant at New 
Y'ork predicts, the city of New Orleans 
shall he so inundated that the dwellings 
in the city will be overwhelmed, the prob­ 
lem of removing the people to places of 
safety will be one of the utmost difficulty. 
The simple thought of the necessity for 
removing the people from a city of 250,000 
population is almost paralyzing bv its 
magnitude. 


A Correspondent Tells W liat They Think 
About It in His Section of 
the Country. 


A dispatch announces that the mistress 
of the new Duke of Manchester, the no­ 
torious Bellwood woman, is about to come 
to this country to take to the stage and 
make capital of her infamy. If this is 
true, the managerial fraternity owe it to 
the country for once to rise superior to 
greed, and refuse to allow this new prosti­ 
tution of the dramatic stage to he made. 
However, it is a vain hope probably, that 
any such action will be taken. 
When so 
notorious a character as Mrs. Carter of 
Chicago nastiness can find a reputable 
manager to j resent her ut>on the stage, the 
foreign lernan will not probably find it 
difficult to gain access to the American 
theaters. The stage in America is rapidly 
becoming the arena for exhibitions of 
shamelessness and infamv. 


T he latest advices from Louisville are 
to the effect that the people of that city 
announce themselves as able to relieve all 
distress resulting from the recent cycionic 
storm. But the Mayor of the city inti­ 
mates that should any outside people send 
on money, it can lie well used in aiding 
pior jieople whose homes were wrecked by 
the storm. It is probable, however, that 
places of less population that were in the 
track of the cyclone will need money and 
supplies from the outside, and if the West 
wants assistance from this coast to that 
end, our people will gladly render it. 


ANOTHER Board of Trade, that of San 
Joaquin county, has forwarded to Congress 
a respectful hut firm protest against the 
proposed mollification of the tariff ou 
sugar, and which, as has been shown irre- 
frutablv, if adopted would wreck tbe beet 
sugar interests upon this coast. The com­ 
mercial bodies of this ¡State and the peo­ 
ple are practically a unit upon the ques­ 
tion, and their united protests will cer­ 
tainly be heeded bv Congress. 


Eds. Record Union : I am not a farmer 
myself, but I am interested in a farm in 
another county. My business is keeping 
store—what is commonly known as a coun­ 
try store. I have a good run of custom, 
and some days of the week a number ot 
farmers from all around the neighborhood 
gather at the store and disenss the weather, 
crops, politics, and pretty much everything 
that’s going. This winter has all along 
been of most common remark, on account 
of its severity. The oldest settlers all 
agree that no such winter was ever before 
known in the country, and the rain records 
bear them out in this. For a time things 
looked very blue. The fall-sown crops all 
rotted. The way the rain kept on made 
farmers fear that no chance would be given 
to sow in the spring. A good many de­ 
spaired of making any crop at all, and, I 
tell you, things began to look desperate. I 
had about as much on my books as I could 
well stand. They were all good men, and 
sure pay when it was possible. But unless 
they could make crops, they couldn't pay, 
and to me the consequences would be that 
I would have to quit business or go under. 
The San Francisco merchants are indulgent, 
but they must have their money to meet 
their own obligations, and so it goes all the 
way up and down the line of business. 
Some of our farmers who lost their fall 
Bowing, tried to get accommodation at the 
county banks where they usually deal, to 
enable them to get on and put in another 
crop. There was no money to loan; the 
banks shut down. Then they tried in San 
Francisco. They might as well have tried 
in Halifax. A man had to have the best 
of collaterals to get money from the San 
Francisco bankers, and farmers where the 
seed has rotted and no outlook for a crop 
the whole year, are not gilt-edired. As I 
tell you, things looked very blue for a 
while; yes, black. 
Since the opening of this month things 
have looked up very encouragingly. Farm­ 
ers begin to see their way out and through. 
Plowing has been going on, and some have 
put in seed. Ground that it was thought 
couldn't be plowed until too late, has since 
dried up enough to take the plow, and 
everybody is pitching in in good earnest to 
make the best they can of the season, with 
good hopes. For the last week or two 
they don’t gather at my store like thev 
did in the winter. But they come in Sat­ 
urday afternoons. 
When word came 
in the papers about that bill Senator 
Stanford has introduced in Congress 
to have the Government loan money 
on farms at low interest and allow some­ 
thing like a fair valuation on the land, 
the talk has been mostly about that. It 
has been debated and considered in every 
shape, as farmers naturally look at things 
the same as bankers do—from their own 
standpoint. They areall to a man in favor 
of the plan. I haven't heard of one that is 
against it. They say that it looks like Con­ 
gress would do something for the farmers 
at last; count them in on legislation and 
pay attention to their wants. The bank­ 
ers don’t need any assistance really to get 
on. but the Government leans them money 
to establish National Banks at a rate that 
practically counts for nothing. Now, why 
not treat farmers the same way? Land is 
certainly better security than paper. It 
won’t burn up. It can’t be destroyed. It 
is there all the time, where it can be found 
when wanted. It is the best security in 
the world. 
' 
_ Just consider. I take up a quarter sec­ 
tion of Government land and make it mine 
by complying with everything the Govern­ 
ment requires. After a few years of eood 
harvesis and I have just about got clear of 
all debt incurred in making the farm val­ 
uable, there follows a year of poor harvests 
and I run behind. I need money to go on 
the following year. I must have it or sac­ 
rifice my farm. I go to the banker. He 
says. “Y'es, you can have the money, but 
you must pay me !) per cent, per annum for 
it.” Nine per cent! Why, 1 might just as 
well give over the farm to him at once. 
But this is not all. I have in five or six 
yeare brought that land from uncultivated 
condition and little value up to first-rate 
condition and good value. It is worth not 
less than $5,000 at the very lowest. It is 
assessed at that. The banker tells me that 
he will loan me $1,000 on it. That's the 
best he will do. Now, 9 per cent, on $1.000 
I can stand for one year to pull through. 
A good crop will see me out. But sup­ 
pose 
I 
don’t 
get 
a good crop— 
suppose I have another season of bad luck. 
I can t lift the mortgage. I can’t pay the 
interest. The bank refuses to allow me 
more time. I can't raise another dollar on 
the farm. Everybody knows it is worth 
more than $1,000. They know it is worth 
five times that sum. But they also know 
that the bank has got the mortgage on it. 
The bank pushes and I go to the wall. Me 
and my family are driven from the home 
we hoped to hold all our lives. Bankrupt 
and destitute, we have to look out another 
place. My wife gives up dispirited, and 
our children go ragged and without school­ 
ing. Unless I have tbe grit to battle on I 
go to the dogs. 
Now, as we all, farmers and everybody 
about here, understand Senator Stanford’s 
bill, if we wanted money on our farms, in 
case of necessity, we could get it from the 
Government at from one to two per cent, 
per annum, and if the farm was worth or 
assessed at $5,000 we could get a loan 
of $3,500 or $1,000 upon it, if that 
much were needed. But we would get no 
more than was needed, and we could pull 
through easy with that light load upon the 
farm, even if two years of poor crops should 
happen together. Better still, would be 
tbe encouraging knowledge that, if some­ 
thing should happen to make it impossible 
f ir us to pay the interest, there would be 
no danger of foreclosure; no sacrifice of the 
farm. One or two vears of good harvests 
would lift us out, and in time we could get 
so far ahead that in another year of poor 
crops we would be full-handed enough to 
stand the squeeze ourselves, and would not 
have to go to the Government or to any­ 
body to help us out. 
Now, this is about the way the Stanford 
bill is looked at here; the farmers are 
studying it, and the more thev study the 
stronger they are for it. Some say it is 
like tbe gateway to the farmers’ salvation 
in this world, and will keep him in better 
frame of mind for salvation in the world to 
come. But I have written myself out and 
wiil stop. It occurred to me that it wouldn’t 
be out of place in your paper to let farmers 
in other parts of the 8tate know the senti­ 
ment here. We first got word of the Stan­ 
ford bill in the R ecord-Union, and it is 
only fair that we send you the first fruits.

There are thousands of men who live 
and flourish on the credulity and weak­ 
nesses 
of their fellow-creatures. Their 
brains are ever at work concocting sw ind­ 
ling schemes that w ill bring to them the 
hard-earned m oney of those who are al­ 
ways on the lookout to make fortunes rap­ 
idly, and this class is so num erous and gen­ 
erally so unw ary that they fall easy vic­ 
tim s to the wiles of the shrewd villains.

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ASPHALT FAVOEED. 
SOMNAMBULISTIC. 
W . E . T e rry Suggest* N arrow R oadw ays , A n A n im ated S leeper C re ates an E arly 
an d Law ns. 
— 
W . E. Terry was expected to give some 
valuable information to the meeting of I- 
street property-owners Saturday evening, 
In the m atter of street pavements and the 
kind that are the most desirable and dura­ 
ble. Mr. Terry was unable to he present, 
but sent the following letter to Mr. Lind- 
ley, giving some of bis ideas, which was 
read at the meeting : 
Sacramento, March 29,1890. 
D. A. Lindley—D e a r Sir: Respecting some ot 
the finely improved streets in the East, which I 
have recently ridden over aud greatly admired, 
I will merely 6ay at pre-ent that 1 was most fa­ 
vorably impressed with Delaware avenue, a 
leading residence street in Buffalo, N. Y. The 
driveway had been narrowed to about thirty- 
two feet and covered with asphalt In the thor­ 
ough m anner now adopted for such work. Very 
little crowu, say four inches, and the gutters 
were naturally formed of the same material, 
meetiug with stone curbing at the sides. The 
balance of the eighty-foot street was simply- 
parked. The stone sidewalks were about six 
teet wide and set out two feet from the fence 
line. But there were no fences in sight further 
than light wire lattice for hack yards. This 
feature added greatly to the park-like appear­ 
ance of a lovely five-mile drive, and was a lead­ 
ing factor in the economical improvement of 
the avenue. Further ou I noticed that while 
the streets had been laid out in the same m an­ 
ner the roadway was merely covered with stone 
and gravel in the requisite quantity to form a 
suitable and lasting foundation for the asphalt 
finish-coat, ana whether that should be applied 
lu one year or five, they would have a verv ex 
cellent ordinary road for travel in the mean­ 
time. 
I do not think it possible for any one to drive 
or 
walk 
along 
a street graded and ar­ 
ranged in this manner without becoming an 
enthusiastic convert to the methed. None are 
so loud in praises of these apparently jverfect 
aveuues as those who reside upon them. The 
work is durable, and in the end cheap. There 
is no lack of room in thedriveway, no crow ding 
at any hour of the day, uo dust, uo mud, no 
noise, aud the universal expression is that at 
last a satisfactory solutiou of the vexed street 
problem has beeu reached. 
Business streets may be treated somewhat 
ditlereutly, but let us in all cases profit by the 
long and costly expericuceof Eastern cities, and 
start right iu whatever we do for Sacrameuto.

LETTEB-CABBIEBS. 


T hey P e titio n C ongress for M easures 
B e .te r th e ir C ondition. 
There is a general movement on foot all 
over the Union, among the letter-carriers, 
toward petitioning Congress for better pay 
and an annual vacation of two weeks. 
The carriers of this city have not yet taken 
action in the matter, but intend to do so 
shortly. Those of San Francisco met a few 
days ago and adopted the following resolu­ 
tions: 


W h e r e a s , An organized effort is being made 
by postal clerks throughout the Union to better 
the condition of the service, aud of the eta- 
■loyes of the jrostal department, therefore 
e it 
Resolved, That we desire the passage of House 
bill 6,449. which provides, that eight hours’ 
labor shall constitute a day’s work. 
Also, Of House bill 6,448, which provides for 
a period of rest or vacatiou for postoffice clerks 
of fifteen days annually; lor the reasou that it 
is the custom and practice with commercial 
houses, and with Governments the world over, 
who recognize the fact that their employes do 
better work, and more of it. when endowed 
with the renewed vitality which such a recrea­ 
tion gives. 
In the business world, a faithful employe is 
considered to become more efficient, and his 
services more valuable, iu proportion to his ad­ 
ditional years of service. It seems to us that 
the application of that idea would be a solu­ 
tion of the vexe I question, of what should be 
the test of a clerk's worth. 
We indorse the proposed amendment to the 
classification bill, which provides that proba­ 
tionary clerks shall be paid at the rate of 86u0 
per annum: and for the first year thereafter 
they shall be paid 8700; aud that for each suc­ 
ceeding year they shall be paid an additional 
8100, until they are in receipt of 81,200 per an­ 
num; and that 20 per centum of the clerks in 
each office shall be paid $1,30) per annum; and 
that 10 per centum shall receive $1,400 per an­ 
num. 
Many overworked people complain that their 
hours of labor are such that they cannot culti­ 
vate social ties nor the physical and mental 
qualities with which they have been endowed 
by nature 
Happily this is something of which 
postal clerks cannot complain. They have uo 
social ties; they live and breathe on) v tor the 
postoffice. 
Throughout the livelong weary day, and into 
the silent watches of the night, the postal clerk 
labors at any and at all hours, sacrificing his 
sight in dimly lighted rooms, sacrificing his 
health, breathing the polluted atmosphere of 
overcrowded aud overheated rooms, exhausting 
his nervous energy by the efforts necessary to 
keep pace with the never-ceasing rush aud 
worry, tilt at last, as the years go by, he is, be­ 
cause of impaired eyesight 
and shattered 
health, unable to earn a living for himself or 
for those who depend on him. 
Is it not just that men who make these sacri­ 
fices, who resist temptations which are well 
nigh irresistible, to whose care is committed 
the social, political and commercial correspond­ 
ence aud literature, which is the great artery 
conveying the rich blood of knowledge aud 
civilization throughout the world, that these 
men should receive a compensation which will 
enable them to live and to save sufficieut to 
provide against want when the day comes that 
the failing memory no longer retains its impres­ 
sions aud the nerveless hand refuses to respond 
to the command of the clouded hraiu.

Several belated pedestrians ran to the 
place whence came the yells, and beheld a 
young m an clad only in his airy night­ 
dress, who was wildly Hinging his arms 
and appeared to be fighting off some un­ 
seen assailant.

M arch M aking H e r E x it ArnUl S torm s— 
T his Season an d 1861-2. 
The Signal Service reports show that the 
rainfall yesterday, np to 5 p. it., am ounted 
to .04 of an inch, m aking for this m onth 
2 96 inches, as against 6 25 inches for 
March of last year. The rainfall from 
January 1st to date is 13 64 inches, as 
against 6.73 for the same tim e last year. 
The total rainfall for this season to date 
is 30.63 inches, as against 16.19 inches to a 
corresponding date last season. 
The present season's rainfall has been 
exceeded by only one in a record of forty 
years, and that season was the one of 
1861-2, there having been a total of 32 91 
inches to the 1st of April, 1862, distributed 
in m onthly installm ents as follows : N o­ 
vember (1861), 2.17 inches; December, 8 64 
inches: January (1862), 15.04 inches; Feb­ 
ruary, 4 26 inches, and March, 2.80 inches, 
m aking a total for that season, up to April 
1st, of 32.19 inches, as against 30 63 inches 
for this season to March 31st, distributed 
as follows: October (18S9), 6 02 inches: 
November, 3 02 iDches; 
December, 7.82 
inches; January (1890), 6.62 inches; Feb­ 
ruary, 4 06 inches, aud M arch, to date, 2 96 
inches, showing this season to date to be 
1 56 inches behind the memorable one of 
1861-2. 
The barometer at 5 a. m . and 5 p. it. yes­ 
terday was 30.11 inches and 29 98 inches, 
respectively. The tem perature at the same 
hours was 48° and 58°, while the highest 
aDd lowest was 59° and 47°. 
The highest and lowest one vear ago 
yesterday was 72° and 55°, and one year 
ago to-day 76° and 54°, with pleasant 
weather and clear skies prevailing.

Beriio cable says: Bismarck has not gone 
willingly, bnt has been forced, against his 
will, to resign the Chancellorship. The 
tru:h is that the Kaiser's mind has been 
prejudiced against Bismarck. He is per- 
sueded that he can govern better without 
the Cuar.cellor. The Kaiser began to treat 
the Prmce coolly s ion after the latter's re­ 
turn to Ber,iu. This coolness increased so 
rapidiv that the Prince finally, with char- 
acteris'ic bluntness, asked : “Am I in your 
wav ?'' 
To the r . ince’s astonishment the Em­ 
peror gave him no positive denial on the 
spot, but seemed inclined to temporize. 
Then the Prince intimated his willingness 
to surrender all of his offices except the 
direction of foreign affairs. 
The Emperor was very willing to do this, 
but the veteian counselor soon became 
convinced that a division of his functions 
at this juncture would be extremely dan­ 
gerous. 


C K IS P 1 A N D B IS M A R C K . 


T h e P e a c e o f K u rn p e is T h re a te n e d b.v 
C o n c essio n s to S o cialists. 
R ome, March 30:h.—Signor Crispi has 
received a private letter irom Prince Bis­ 
marck, iu which the la'.ter expresses the 
hope thst Italy will continue to maintain 
the same friendly7 terms w7ith Germany as 
heretofore. An interview, however with 
Signor Crispís private Secretary reveals 
the fact that the Italian Prime Minister 
entertains some doubts as to the stability 
of the triple alliance, and looks for a very 
serious disturbance of the present status 
i i Europe before long. 
Iialiau politicians generally fear ihat the 
socialistic revolt in Germany will spur on 
a similar movement, which has been pretty 
steadily growing in Italy, and ihat serious 
trouble will result to the Italian Govern­ 
ment from internal disorders as well as 
outside uncertainty. 


TH E PRIN CE OK WALES. 
L on d o n, March 30th.—The ostentatious 
reception of the heir to the throne of 
Great Britain and to his son in Berlin, and 
especially the Kaiser’s speech at the ban­ 
quet in honor of his uncie, have exasper­ 
ated Parisian journals beyond measure, 
and many bitter articles concerning them 
have appeared in papers of all shades of 
opinion. 
The Priuce has never liked Ber­ 
lin, and has al ways spoken disparagingly 
of it. On the other Laud, he knows Paris 
like a native, and has always thoroughly 
enjoyed himself there. 
The Parisians 
have always looked upon him as one of 
themselves, and that is why they resent 
this hohnqbbing with the German Emperor 
and this listening complacently to the lat­ 
ter's significant remarks coupling the Brit­ 
ish navy with the German army in the in­ 
terests of the "preservation of peace.”

What this something 
‘s we cannot tell, for no telegrams have got 
rough from Russia for the last two days, 
e a colorless official dispatch about a 
lent’s uprising.

¡.itarion of one. and apparently we are now 
hi the preliminary stages.

That Everett resorted occasionally to 
accessories “ to catch the eyes of the 
groundlings” may seem 
not altogether 
worthy of a man of such cultivated tastes 
and talents; but these studied effects, like 
his studied oratory, served to “ bring 
down” the house and the banquet table; 
which, after all, is the object of the mo­ 
ment with the orator or the actor, or both 
combined, 
it was always successful with 
Everett. 
A gentleman who sat near him 
at a public dinner in Boston related a 
little incident in illustration of this. 
Among the ornamented dishes on the ta­ 
ble was a grand plat fancifully decorated, 
including two miniature silk flags on 
sticks, which were stuck into the viand 
previously to its being served. This dish 
stood directly in front of Everett. 
Before 
he was aware of it it was removed from the 
table for the purpose of being carved at 
the sideboard. 
When he missed it, he 
appeared to lie seriously annoyed, and, 
beckoning to one of the waiters, whispered 
to him to bring back the dish and place it 
where it was before. This was accord­ 
ingly done. 
My friend, one of the few 
who had observed the 
little by-scene, 
could not at all understand it, or know 
why the great man hail appeared so dis­ 
concerted at the loss of the dish and so 
immensely relieved at its reappearance; 
but when the cloth was removed and Ev­ 
erett made his speech, in response to a na­ 
tional toas*., the mystery' was explained. 
As the orator warmed his theme, and ex­ 
patiated in glowing language upon the 
greatness of the Republic, and the patri­ 
otic en. itions excited by the (lag of the 
I nion, whose folds they all beheld grace­ 
fully fe-tjoned around the walls of the 
banquet hall, he seized—as if moved by 
the impulse of the moment—the two little 
flags from the dish before him and waved 
them, one in each hand, above his head, 
until his accents were drowned in the 
murmurs of applause that followed the 
graceful, appropriate, and, so to speak, in­ 
spired act.—C. A .
